AMIDST the extenfive wilds of Africa lies a 
erritory, the inhabitants thereof are as numerous 
ad even as civiized as the Chinefe.

to win the love of her whom he has fele&ted from 
the reft. For avoiding every {pecies of mifunder- 
ftanding and jealoufy, the miden, when the 
young man pleafes her, takes from him a flower 
not yet fully blown, which he offers to her ac- 
ceptance, and fticks it in her boiom. But, has 
fhe already entered into fome engagement, fhe 
gives him to underftand as much, by thewing him 
a flower : and, if this be only a bud, then it isa 
fign that he will make her the firit propofal ; Ifit 
be half biown, it implies that her love has alrea- 
dy made fome progrefs ; but ifit be fully blown 
the virgin thereby betokens that her choice is 
made, and that fhe cannot now retract it. So 
long, however, as fhe does not publicly wear 
this token it is always free for her to do as fhe 
pleafes.
